The so n’s sto ry o f the vio lent 
death o f his millio naire-father in 
1914 started y esterday during a 
habeas co rpus hearing by which 
he seeks to o btain his r elease fro m 
the asy lum and co ntinued to day . 
Dury ea testified he co uld no t re­ 
member sho o ting his father, who 
during the Civil w ar co mmanded 
the Unio n A rm y Zo uaves in the 
Mary land campaign, and gave his 
versio n o f w hat had 
happened. 
The state, which o riginally co m­ 
m itted 
him 
to 
the 
institutio n, 
seeks to blo ck his release. 
The so n said he was packing fo r 
a fishing trip when so meo ne sud­ 
denly ran fro m the o lder Dury ea s 
ro o m to a balco ny . 
“I tho ught it was my father and 
called o ut,” he said, “but the fig­ 
ure ran back. 
Abo ut a minute 
later he rushed o ut again. 
I saw 
so mething 
in

hand.

rushed fo r me. 
There was so me 
so rt o f mixup. 
Then there was a 
fall. 
I saw w hat seemed to be my 
father o n the flo o r.

He said his defense in any m ur­ 
der trial m ight be insanity be­ 
cause “witho ut do ubt I was men­ 
tally unbalanced

Psy chiatrists said that y ears ago 
Dury ea described the sho o ting: 
"We were whirling abo ut in the 
air when it happened and the bul­ 
let went thro ugh my chest and 
thro ugh father.
